W. D. Boyce, the publisher, and 
several times a millionaire, of Chi- 
cago, has startled the country by mak- 
ing known a proposition to take the 
postal service out of the hands of the 
Government and run it, in connect- 
ion with a number of other business 
men. on a system which will -net 
large profits to the corporation. Mr. 
Boyce has been in Washington for 
the purpose of laying his plans be- 
fore the Government and to try to 
get the matter adjusted at an early 
date, if possible. The proposition is 
substantially as follows: To turn 
over the postoffice business to a $50,- 
000,000 corporation under full Gov- 
ernment regulations; to reduce 
one half all postal rates, establish 
rural postal express and apply busi- 
methods throughout; to pay the Gov- 
ernment rental for postoffice quar- 
ters, and charge it regular rates for 
its postal business; to place in change 
a wellknown railroad traffic expert 
to whom the place has been offer- 
ed at $30,000 annually; to elim- 
inate all sinecures, politics, and the 
deficit and to pay the Government 
all profits above seven per cent, on 
capital. 

The proposal includes an agree- 
ment to immediately cut postage 
rates in half. Under such an ar- 
rangement there could be no deficit 
for the Government to meet because 
the corporation would have to make 
ends meet. It is proposed to pay the 
Government rental for all postoffice 
quarters occupied in public building 
and to charge the government reg- 
ular rates for services performed for

The 190t> crop of trash tobacco 
cantrolled by the Daviess county 
Equity Warehouse Company has 
been sold says the Owensboro Mes- 
senger. 

This announcement will cause sur- 
. prise in every tobacco growing sec- 
W tion in the Green river district. 

The tobacco has been sold for sev- 
eral days, but the transaction was 
kept from the public. The Purchas- 
er of the tobacco is Robert O' Flynn, 
who recently bought the Kiliott fac- 
tory on Triplett street. 

The 1906 crop of tobacco controlled 
by the Daviess county Equity Ware- 
house Company consists of about one 
million pounds. There are two re- 
ports as to the sale of tobacco. One 
is that only a certain grade of the 
trash was purchased. Another re- 
port is that the entire crop was dis- 
posed of. The price to be paid is 
$4 50 a hundred pounds. 

It will be remembered that an 
agreement existed in the Society of 
Equity in Daviess county that none 
of the 1906 crop of tobacco was to 
be sold until the remaining portion 
t of the 1904 crop and the 1905 crops 
^ of tobaacco had been disposed of. 

The sale of the trash by the home 
warehouse people is sure to cause 
much comment by the Equity peo- 
ple over the district. It is believed 
that immediate action will be taken 
by the Equity men who are not con- 
nected with the Home Warehouse 
Company,

M r. Boyce says that he is thorough- 
ly in earnest in his proposition, and 
desires early action by Congress. If 
the proposition has no other result, 
it may bring about discussion where- 
by the enormous deficit existing 
may, to some extent, at least, be cli- 
mated under controll of the Govern- 
ment. 



As mahogany is among the most 
costly woods in the world, it may 
well be inferred that this tropical 
material is not very extensively em- 
ployed in the construction of build- 
ings, etc. A bridge constructed of 
solid mahogany is certainly a rarity, 
a curiosity. ITiere is one, claimed 
to be the only one in the world, built 
of that material. This structure is 
located in the Department of Palen- 
que, State of Chiapas, Republic of 
Mexico. The district lies in the ex- 
treme southwestern part of Mexico, 
near the boundry line of Guatemala. 

This mahogany bridge is construct- 
ed entirely of that valuable wood, 
except some iron supports, braces 
and nails that are necessary. The 
bride spans the Rio Michol and its 
total length, including approaches, 
exceeds 510 feet, while the width is 
fifteen feet. It is used by both 
teams and pedestrains and, though 
some what rude and primitive in 
construction, it is very substantial. 

None of the timbers of the flooring 
were sawed, for in that region there 
are no sawmills, but were hewn and 
split. 

In that section of old Mexico there 
are several very large rubber plan- 
tations and mahogany trees are quite 
common. In clearing away the trop- 
ical forests for setting out the young 
rubber trees, the mahogany growths 
are also cut down and removed. As 
this wood is quite abundant, some 
of it was used in the building of the 
bridge.

Kentucky Gets tbe Choice of Lo- 
cutions at tbe Jamestown 
Exposition.

Kentucky has secured an ideal site 
for a State Buillding at the James- 
town Exposition next year. The 
Kentucky Building, whichns to be a 
replica of the Fort of Boonesboro, 
will be located on the northern side 
of the Exposition grounds and im- 
mediately fronting on Hampton 
Roads. 

A beautiful pine grove numbering 
some 500 trees furnishes a back- 
ground for the stockade and log cab- 
ins. Some of the trees will be en- 
circled by the stockade and will add 
to the picturesque appearance of the 
structure. About seventy-five feet 
from the front of the stockade is the 
beacH of Hampton Roads. It is an 
excellent bathing beach and the 
sands come to the very doors of the 
cabins. The scheme is in complete 
harmony with the original site of 
Daniel Boone’s fort. The structure 
built by the great pioneer was flank- 
ed in the rear by a forest, while run 
ning along the other side of the 
stockade was the Kentucky River. 
The pine forest had been reserved 
by the Exposition Company exclu- 
sively as a park and all other re- 
quests of this place as a building eite 
had been refused. The request of 
the Kentucky Commission was grant- 
ed only because the building to be 
erected by this State will harmonize 
with the surroundings.

Municipal Plants Pay No Tax** and 
Reducs Tax Rscsipts. 

The subject of lost tuxes Is one that 
deserves far more attention than it 
usually receives from advocates of 
municipal ownership. There Is scarce 
ly a municipal plant in this country 
which mentions this Item In Its reports, 
although It Is Just as much an element 
in cost of production as coal and 
wages. The omission Is readily over- 
looked, because It Is a negative ex- 
pense involving no direct payment, hut 
only a loss of Income to the city. 

If you own a store for which you 
are receiving n good rental aud dis- 
possess your tenant lu order to occupy 
It yourself the rental value of the store 
becomes n charge against your busl» 
ness. Just ns It was previously a 
charge against your tenant's business, 
and you are out of pocket unless your 
profits exceed the rent you formerly 
received. Slmllnrly If a city buys out 
or otherwise dispossesses n public serv- 
ice corporation the real, personal uud 
franchise taxes formerly paid by the 
corporation become a charge against 
the operation of the municipal plant 
that succeeds the corporation, and the 
city Is out of pocket unless the profits 
of Its plant exceed the taxes lost.

Tomatoes vs. Tobacco. 

[Central City K*|>ubll<*»tn.] 

P. C. Bruce, a prominent farmer 
of the Bethel neighborhood, tells us 
that this year he sold off of one 
acre of ground $71 worth of toma- 
toes. 

Mr. Bruce savs he can make more 
money by raising tomatoes at 25 
cents per bushel than he can on to 
bacco at the present price. It only- 
takes about two months to put out 
and cultivate the tomato crop, but 
the tobacco crop is on hand about 
ten months in the year. 

We are told that the thirty-fourth 
parallel is the natural climate for 
tomatoes which makes Southern 
Kentucky and Tennessee an ideal 
spot for the cultivation of this vege- 
table. 

That this climate is especially 
adapted for the cultivation of the 
tomato is proven from the orders 
that our local cannery receives from 
the North, East and West. It would 
pay our farmers if they would give 
their attention to the production of 
the tomato.

A Wandering Lake. 

A scientist at Washington gives 
the latest information concerning 
the “wandering” of Lake Nor in 
the Gobi desert, a phenomenon about 
which contradictory views have 
been entertained in the scientific 
world. 

The scientist quoted states that 
the Tarim river, entering the lake 
from the west, brings down, during 
the period of high water late in the 
summer, a great quantity of silt, 
j which has the effect of driving the 
ake, lying on the level floor of the 
desert, toward the south-east. But 
the summer wind, drifting the sur- 
face sand and darkening the heavens 
with dust, blows generally from the 
north-east, and, it too, tends to drive 
the lake before it. The combined 
effect of the urging by the wind and 
the river is to force the lake south- 
ward. 

Yet. the scientist thinks the mi- 
gration of the lake is not constant 
in direction, but shifts back and 
forth intermittently, according as 
the circumstances change.
